Provision for revision or modifica- 
tion of the agreement once a year, be- 
ginning Jan, 1, 1927, on the request of 
either side.

This includes $7,604,000 for 
305 new planes and $200,000 is allotted 
for lighter-than-air craft to be used 
for experimenting with small balloons 
or airships.

JAPAN'S DIET AWAITS | 
‘TEST FOR WAKATSUKI 


Dissolution Is Possible Next Week

circles are in.a turmoil as the day ap- 
proaches when a special House com- 
mittee must return’ the Government's 
taxation readjustment bill. for a second 
reading; which will decide whether the 
Diet is to be dissolved. ; 

General Tanaka’s Nationalistic Sei- 
yukai has succeeded in increasing its 
membership to 160, just four under 
that of the Kenseikai “(Government 
Party), by absorbing small groups, and 
it is making desperate efforts to take 
in the Seiyuhonto, whose ninety-one 
members hold the balance of power. 

Premier Wakatsuki also is attempt- 
ing to secure the Seiyuhonto’s coopera- 
tion, but they have disagreed over the 
amount. to be appropriated for educa- 
tional purposes. 

Wakatsuki faces his first test as: 
Premier and, if successful, he will 
prove his right to the leadership of 
Kenseikai, which he secured upon Vis- 
count Kato’s death. ’ 

If Premier Wakatsuki secures Seiyu- 
honto cooperation by granting larger 
educational appropriations he will lose 
face and possibly the leadership of his 
own party. : 

Seiyuhonto ‘is undecided whether to 
support Kenseikai or Seiyukai, but: it 
must decide when the tax bills are 
returned next week. ' 

A small faction in the Diet is agitat- 
ing for dissolution so members can 
be elected under the new franchise, 
giving 10,000,000 citizens their first 
vote. 

A Government change is not likely 
to seriously affect Japan’s foreign 
policy, unless Tanaka, who is more 
aggressive, demands a firmer hand in 
Manchuria if he becomes Premier. The 
greatest effect probably would be eco- 
nomic, as Finance Minister Hamagu- 
chi’s retrenchment policy, which has 
hone restored the yen, may be re- 
versed.

Upwards of 12,000 members of the 
Furriers’ Union will respond to a 
strike call which ts expected to be 
issued today or tomorrow in_response 
to the action of the Associated Fur 
Manufacturers, Inc., in ordering a 
lockout in the shops whith ‘it con- 
trols, it was said yesterday by Ben-~ 
jamin Gold, manager of the Joint 
Board of the Furriers’ Union at 22 
East Twenty-second Street. . 

Mr. Gold said that all the 400 shops 
owned by members of the association 
would join in the lockout today and 
that between 3,000 and 4,000 workers 
would be affected, instead of 8,500, as 
estimated by the manufacturers. 

“The association,” said Mr. Gold, 
“controls but 400 of the 1,900 factories 
in the city. Our figures indicate that, 
in all, between 5,000 and 6,000 members 
of the union will not report for work 
tomorrow. The strike call,-as spon as 
it is issued, will affect the indepen- 
dent manufacturers as‘ well as those 
in the association. 

“Members of the association have 
been doing everything possible to in- 
fluence the independent manufacturers 
to join them in the lockout. Although 
it was said to begin Wednesday night, 
today hag been a holiday, and all 
shops have remained closed. The truth 
of the matter is that the members of 
the association have gradually been 
locking out union members for the last 
two or three weeks. They have sought 
in every way to provoke the union 
and to cause a strike which they could 
charge was unwarranted. Their charge 
that the union officials are without 
the support of the rank and. file of 
our membership is untrue.” 

The Associated Fur Manufacturers 
made public last night resolutions th 
adopted in justification of the lockout. 
They assert that the agreement with 
the Furriers’ Union expired Jan. 31 and 
that the Conference Committee found 
all efforts to negotiate a new collec- 
tive agreement for a further period 
impossible, “‘due to the uncompromis-

Says Church People Lack Courage. 


: Bruno ‘Lasker sounded the keynote 
for those who saw little achievement 


by the Church {n the social field. He 
said the people "of the Church lacked 
courage in facing social problems and 
would be more effective if they exer- 
cised more of common sense’ and dealt 
with the real difficulties that et ee 

“The people of the Church expect_a 
consolation they have no right to. to ex- 
pect,” said Mr. Lasker. ‘‘The Church 
does not face the facts, while the so- 
cial worker must face them and deal 
with them.”* — 

- William: E. Davenport of the Brook- 
lyn Italian Settlement said he had 
done social work.for twenty-eight years 
and ‘found churches ‘cnwiling ¢ to lend 
their aid. 

“The social worker has a faith,” he 
said, ‘‘and it is in his neighbors and 
their needs.. He expects the churches 
to help him, and finds that unless his 
people go to a particular cular ‘church that 
church turns a deaf ear. 

Miss Mary Van Kleet * the Russell 
Sage Foundation said the social worker 
was afraid to link up with a definite 
religion in social work, for a religion 
approached its: problems ‘with a definite 
pattern or philosophy of life, and con- 
sidered the settlement of problems on 
the basis of that pattern ‘more impor- 
tant than the problem itself. 

“The social worker wants to know 
what his.neighbor is doing and to hel ip 
him improve his conditions,” she sai 
‘Most settlement work grew out of the 
desire of people to go into congested 
conditions and clean them. But relig- 
ionists want to decide who is respon- 
le, to apportion the blame, and there 

eir minds are closed. It is the im- 
—— of conditions: that is all-im- 

rtant, and there is no such thing as 
a definite philosophy of life that a so- 
‘cial worker should have. View the 
problems as they arise and — better 
the situation.” 


Involves Much Detail Work. 


‘Several speakers said social work in- 

volved so much of organization filing 
and detail work that men and women 
were biinded to the religion ‘that was 
behind it all, that it was really a love 
of God, representing different things 
in minds of different persons, that ac- 
tuated all social work. 

Dr. W. W. Rockwell. of the. Union 

Theological Seminary said ‘many social 
workers were so busy they had not 
thought ,the thing through and that 
religion was the background of their 
whole work. 
“T challenge you to go through with 
this,” he said, “for I know you Will 
find that religion, which .some con- 
sider divisional, .is really the-unifying 
force of: social. service. ., must- be, 
for Catholic and Protestant and Jew 
must work side by side in the prob- 
lems of the day. All of you who give 
your lives to improving the conditions 
of others have a definite feeling of a 
future life and an attitude toward 
God, and those thoughts are your 
greatest aids.” 

Professor Gaylord S$. White of the 
Union Theological Seminary presided.

TO AWAIT- DEVELOPMENTS 


Attorney General Plans Inquiry Into 
Realty Companies—-Sees Benefit 
in Martin Law. 


, Any impression that the State might 
Consent to drop its action asking that 
@ receiver be appointed for the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange, because of 
the exchange’s decision to voluntarily 
dissolve within fifteen days and liq- 
uidate its assets, is not justified by 
the facts, Attorney, General Albert 
Ottinger said last night. Although he 
declared that he had an “open mind” 
on the matter, he intimated that he 
might consider it necessary to press 
the State’s action because of the 
“moral example” he believes is needed. 

“No one as any authority for say- 
ing the State will agree to drop the 
proceedings it has instituted because 
of the Gevelopments of the last few 
days,” the. Attorney General said. 
— ————— depends upon how the 
matter is ked out and it is impos- 
sible for me to now anticipate what 
my action will be. I regard it.as too 
important a matter to commit‘ myself 
upon in advance and I do not want to 
say that I will acquiesce in the plan 
for dissolution and liquidation ‘without 
further action. I intend to wait 
listen to the plan which the exchange 
submits.” — 


To Have Realty Inquiry. 

The Attorney General announced a 
forthcoming investigation of realty 
companies and said he had no fear of 


any attacks upon the constitutionality 
of the Martin. act which a group of 
nine lawyers, including William Mar- 
shall, Nash Rockwood, former Gov- 
ernor Charlies S. Whitman and William 
Travers Jerome, are said to be plar- 
ning in connéction with the defense of 
George Graham Rice, alias ' Jacob 
Simon Herzig, indicted under ‘its pro- 
visions. Rice is accused of violating 
the Martin act in connection with 
atatements concerning the: Fortuna 
Consolidated Mining Company in The 
Iconoclast, a publication: he sends to 
his prospective customers. It is con- 
sidered likely in the financial district 
that the main issue of Rice’s convic- 
tion will be submerged, as far as the. 
public is concerned, by the effort to 
Overthrow the Martin act. . 

‘Most of the Martin act,” Mr. Ottin- 
ger said last Hight, “is patterned after 
the Donnelly anti-trust act, which has

ful in cases of weak companies we are 
endeavoring to put on their feet and 
especially beneficial to investors whose 
money we are trying to protect and 
recover. 
Says Law Is: Protection. 

By means of the Martin act. we have 
managed to save many bad companies 
and rehabilitate them, and persons who 
invested in them have recovered their 
money. It isn’t ‘our ifea in preceed- 
ing under the Martin act to destroy. 
We want to protect and we have’ done 
it. There have been many specific 
cases of this character which never 
have been made public and which no 
one, save those directly concerned, 
knows anything about. a 

“There is no danger whatsoever that 
the courts will declare the Martin act 
unconstitutional. It is a swift-moving 
law within the spirit of the times, as it 
must be im order to mete out justice. 
Some people appear to live in the spirit 
of the past. 

“Our investigations in the Attorney 
General's office have been largely con- 
structive. I have been asked if I in- 
tend to investigate the realty com- 
panies, and I will say that my plarts 
include such an: investigation. I do 
not, however, wish to rush into print 
with the details of my program. My 
main’ purpose will be to safeguard per- 
sons who have-inyested..in good faith. 
That is one of the main features of the

174,154. This was explained by the 
board, which said that the figures from 
the two sources could not be expectéd 
to show close agreement. because y

THE REPORTS ON BROKERS’ 
LOANS. 

The report by the Federal Reserve 
on loans made by New York banks in 
the system to New York Stock Ex- 
change brokers supplements in an 
interesting way last week’s similar 
report of the: Stock Exchange itself, 
giving aggregate borrowings by its 
members frém the banks. The fact 
that such reports should be made at 
all in their ‘existing. form is striking 
evidence of a ‘changed attitude in 
financial circles. In. the past, such 
information has been considered not 
only highly confidential, but danger- 
ots to. make public because of the 
Possibly prejudicial inferences which 
might be drawn. It is the kind of 
data which has. heretofore usually 

#been extorted from reluctant. witnesses 
by an investigating committee of Con- 
gress or the State Legislature. In the 
present case the information is pub- 
lished at the instance of the lending 
banks and the borrowing brokers, for 
the reader to draw his own conclu- 
sions. This shows how far we have 
moved since the “Money Trust’? and 
* Pujo committee ’’ days of 1912. 

Each of the two reports gives large 

figures for brokers’ loans ‘on stock 
and bond collateral. When the Néw 
York Stock Exchange’s summary. of 
such borrowings by its members was 
published, last Saturday, even Wall 
Street was startled. ‘The popular esti- 
mate had been $2,500,000,000, the 
official compilation reached $3,513,- 
174,000.. Yesterday's Reserve Board 
total, covering loans made on that se- 
‘curity to brokers by the sixty-one 
member banks of New York City, act- 
ing either for themselves, as lenders 
er for out-of-town banks and other 
lenders who placed their own funds 
through the New York banks, was 
amaller by $421,000,000 than the 
Stock Exchaage figure. This discrep- 
ancy was, however, apparently ac- 
counted for by the inclusion, in the 
Stdck Exchange figure, of loans made 
by private banks and agencies of,for- 
eign 9 banks; concerns. .which “lend 
direct and are not members of. the 
Federal Reserve. -It-is therefore safe 
to accept, as at least an approximately 
correct total, the Stock Exchange re- 
port of $3,513,174,000. 
. That, amount:is very large; it is a 
little more than one-tenth of the $33,- 
883,773,000 reported by the Con- 
troller of the Currency as the total of

returns had been obtained. At first 
sight, this might appear to be wholly 
unwarrantable concentration of credit 
in a single market-and on a single 
type of security.

CHURCH AND STATE. IN MEXICO. 

The Mexican Government’s deporta- 
tion of priests of foreign nationality 
is legal under the Constitution, but it 
is carried out with such severity that 
diplomatic protests may be provoked. 
What could have been more tactless 
than the arrest of Spanish priests in 
the Church of San Hipolito while 
the Spanish colony in the City of 
Mexico was celebrating the arrival of 
Commander Franco at Buenos Aires? 
With the -Spaniards went three Irish 
priests who had lived for many years 
in Mexico. The Government has 
issued orders under color of law for 
seizure of property owned by priests 
or held in the names of others. It is 
said to be the purpose of the Govern- 
ment to proceed with the nationaliza- 
fipn of all church property. 

In the Juarez Laws of Reform, and 
later under the laws authorized by 
the Constitution of 1857, monasteries 
were _.suppressed, religious holidays, 
except of a national .character, .were 
abolished, and the ringing of church 
bells was made subject to local ordi- 
nances.

After becoming 
President, Porrmrio D1az~ enforced 
these laws for a season, but under the 
influence of Sefiora Diaz a modus 
vivendi presently grew up between 
Church and State and some of the 
inhibitory laws became déad letters.

The following letter sent by Captain Fried of 
the 8S. 8. President Roosevelt to the American 
Seamen’s Friend Society calls attentiog to one 
of the special services of that institution, 
which for over eighty years has been pro- 
viding # home with special recreational and 
social facilities for different classes of sea- 
™men. The particular service referred to, be- 
gun in 1859, is that of putting loan libraries 
of carefully selected new books in an attrac- 
tive case on board vessels sailing from New 
York. These libraries are provided at a 
cost of $25 each by churches, Sunday schools, 
clubs or individuals. During the year 1925 
more than a hundred such libraries were 
put out, together with reshipments, which 
together made these books accessible to 
13,000 seamen.

of the late war, there is still one phase 
of this question which the proponents 
of the independént air, force never 
discuss with the American public.

R. A..F. of England is to be the 
American model. 

Let us see how air warfare is viewed 
bythe independent air arm. If the 
American people want: @ direct revéla- 
tion condensed in few words, I advise 
them tp read a‘ book, “Air Power. and 
War Rights,” by an eminent English 
writer on international law, Mr. J. M 
Spaight. They will see there that the 
objections of the independent air 
arm are the civil centres and 
objectives at the heart of the State 
behind the’ fighting forces, not the 
fighting forces of the enemy. 

This is called the “‘direct action” of 
air power. Direct action urges the 
striking at an énemy’s resources, in- 
dustrial or otherwise; influencing the 
morale of a nation by striking at the 
Government and the people them- 
selves,, and believes in carrying the 
war to the cities and industrial centres 
of the enemy country, which the army 
and navy are unable .to reach: It 
states that it is the whole population 
that will bear the main shock of at- 
tack.’ 

The foregoing language is not mine. 
It is the expression of opinion of .com- 
petent air men of the R. A. F. gs to 
what air warfare of the independent 
air force should be. They urge un- 
limited war. Why? For the same rea- 
sons that the Germans waged un- 
limited warfare, both in the air and 
with submarines, one of which was to 
create a complex of defeatism and 
bredk down the enemy will. through 
attacks made upon centres of civil 
population and upon helpless pas- 
senger and cargo-carrying ships. 

Now, the advocates of an independ- 
ent air force for América know all 
about this)“ but they do not: tell the

These, let us hope, are the days of 
progress, when a real attempt is being 
made to limit the ruthlessness and 
barbarism of war by constructive

attempting to limit the extent 
of war activities and to limit armies 
and navies in a practical way. The 
air army likewise must be ~ limited. 
Our present and recent Presidents, 
the spokesmen of our country, have 
taken this stand, a position worthy of 
a great nation. 

The President’s board, convened to 
settle air controversy, decided wisely. 
Every thoughtful military and naval 
man says amen to their conclusions. 
They handled the independent air 
force as it should be handled, by mak- 
ing it a civil force divested entirely 
of military and naval control. If the

Senator Asserts That Financial 
Interests Can Make or Pre- 
vent War. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Woodrow 
Wilson’s policies just before the 
United States entered the World War 
and the election of 1916 were dis- 
cussed in the Senate today during a 
speech by Senator Dill of Washington 
on the Tax bill, in which he asserted 
that the best way to prevent war was 
to persuade the financial interests 
from getting into one or, desiring to 
do 80. - 

The debate harked back to the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania and the reasons 
why this country did not at that time 
enter the war. 

‘‘We did not go to war,”’ said Sena- 
tor Dill, ‘‘until they threatened to sink 
certain ships.’ / 

“Not until after the 
Senator Smoot interrupteds 
A little later Senator Dill asserted: 
“The American people thought it 
was all right not to go to war when 
they re-elected Mr. Wilson for not go- 
ing to war.” ' 

“The *Senator. knows,” retorted 
Senator Reed of Pennsylvania, ‘that 
that was omy one’of the reasons why 

Mr. Wilson was re-elected." 

“That was the argument,” said 
Senator Dill, “that carried the West, 
and the West re-elected Mr. Wilson.” 

“Then,” inquired Senator Reed, “does 
the Senator-mean that Mr. Wilson 
broke faith with the West?” 

“I’m not going to discuss that phase 
of it,” Senator Dill replied, and when 
he had taken his seat’ Senator ia 
son of Virginia arose. 


Swanson Defends Dead President. 


“I want to resent the imputation that 
comes from the other side that Presi- 
dent Wilson changed hig policy after 
the election from what it was before 
the election,” said Mr. Swanson, re 
ferring to the remark of Senator 
Smoot. ‘“‘There’s not a word of truth 
in it. It is a slander on a patriotic 
man. 

‘President Wilson in his n6tes gave 
notice to the German Goyernment as 
to what the result would be if they 


resumed unrestricted submarine wat- 
fare. The Lansing note, the Bryan 
note and the others indicated that if 
Germany resumed unrestricted subma- 
rine warfare the United States would 
not submit to it.

The first 
is the existence of 
a number of small 
States which owe 
their existence to 
the fact that these 
smah nations, 
which formed be-| 

—— * fore the World 
War component parts of the great 
States united as Austria-Hungary and 
of Russia, have become ripe for politi- 
cal emancipation and independence. 
The second is the League of Nations, 
an international institution created 
after the conclusion of .the war ‘for 
the development of cooperation among 
nations and in order that they may be 
guaranteed peace and security.” 

Although’ the former feature in its 
external character may signify differ- 
entiation and apparent complication of 
the political system of post-war Eu- 
rope and the post-war world, the latter 
expresses an endeavor to unify and 
simplify this system. Both these facts 
are, in addition, an express of one 
and the same tendency, which, in the 
sphere of international ‘yélations, is 
making the ideas of political democ- 
racy a reality, since it heralds the free- 
dom and independence of mature na-' 
tions hitherto subjected / to foreign 
overlordship,-as well as the coopera- 
tion of all peoples and States on the 
basis of democratic equality as. good 
neighbors who respect each other's 
rights. 

‘The New World and New Europe 
founded on these new bases have 
clearly before them the task of realiz- 
ing a more complete and lasting har- 
mony. between the States and nations 
of Europe and of the world, of secur- 
ing a greater degree of justice for their 
true needs and developmént, and of in-- 
suring for the world, in a. better and 
simpler manner, the benefits of secur- 
ity and peace. This is; of course, great 
and bold, and it is incumbent upon. 
those States which are and desire to 
he a part of this new world to pro- 
vide practical. proof .that' their new 
constitution is really: more in keeping 
with this ideal than was the old world 
before 1914. 

This is not an.easy task, for one 
cannot forget for a moment that the 
realization of this ideal must be at- 
tained amid’such confusion and crises 
as follow every war.and which were 
absolutely inevitable after such war as 
had recently affected the civilized 
world. The new principles and new 
political methods which must be in- 
corporated.in the nations, if they are 
to constitute. a new European and: 
world order, have not yet: taken deep 
root in the hearts and minds of the 
nations, Forces are at work, which 
we had hoped to neat buried by the new 
order of things and) which ought to 
have been so buried. In short, the new 
system ‘cannot bo accepted tqually by 
all, since we are really passing through 
a transitional period in which new and 
democratic forces are contending for 
new methods and are complicating 
matters: for “those who ‘hold to old 
policies and old methods. 

(Concrete tasks which are occupying 
the attention of European States are 
very numerous and, due in large meas- 
ure to the new order of things. The 
world is faced with the rquestion of 
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settling problems rdiged and left by 
the war, more especially economic. 
problems and the restoration of normal 
cGnditions in finance and production. 
Then there is.*the political consolida- 
tion of different parts.of Europe, par- 
ticularly those regions in which revo- 
lutionary..and. more or less radical 
changes have been. made. A‘ solution 
must be found for’ many problems. 
How can support be given the new 
small States which have arisen, swith- 
out increasing and embittering ancient 
antagonisms?. How, in a dempi ic 
régime, can the interests. of larger 
States be reconciled with -those of 
smaller States? How-can sources of 
new discontent and new unrest be sup- 
pressed by the settlement of minority. 
problems? Above all, how can new 
democratic methods find their place 
in the relations between various 
States, so that there miay be an end 
of force and yiolence? Finally, there 
is the question of the means by which 
the authority of the international -in- 
stitution represented by the League of 
Nations canbe consolidated. 

* The foregoing are but a few of the 
great problems which are involved in 
the establishment and safeguarding of 
the new post-war Europe * the | new 
world.» 

What place does ——— oc- 
cupy' in this new world and what is 
its task? In the first place, let. me 
point out that Czechoslovakia, by vir- 
tue of the whole of its national orien- 
tation, is imbued with a spirit of dem- 
gcratic principles, the realization of 
‘which in its internal and foreign policy 
is‘ an integral part of its political 


"| thought and action. 


Its relations to the new post-war 
system in Europe and to the world at 
large are necessarily conditions by fhe 
fact that it is one of the new States 
which won their independence in *the 
war and which played their part in 
breaking up Austria and Hungary and 
“replacing this monarchy. of Central 
Europe. ‘by: a. system of free States. 
As part of this hew system, Czecho- 
slovakia nafurally aims at helping ahd 
consolidating “it both politically and 
eqgenomically. Czechoslovakian policy. 
has been directed exclusively to this 
end at home as well as abroad’ in the 
conviction that, above all, the State 
itself must surmount the difficulties 
of a traditional crisis in internal af- 
fairs and must carry out consolidation 
to the highest, possible degree ‘in of- 
der to prove the permanence, and 
soundness. of the new conditions. -< 

It is ‘not’ necessary here to refer to 
results already achieved by Czecho- 
slovakia. Its finances, trade balance- 
and budget are sufficient proof of its 
policy of © internal consolidation and 
are recognized.as such‘ abroad. As re- 
gards its relations with its\heighbors, 
this State began with the conviction 
that it had a High task—as part of a 
system—of ‘contributing, with all the’ 
means in ‘its power, to a similar eon- 
solidation of the wholé of Central Eu- 
rope, which has passed through revo- 
lution and must show evidence of: its 
stability, permanence and sound foun- 
dations. . f 

In this. connection the policy —of 
Czechoslovakia has assumed many 
forms.:. It has organized measures of 
defense against every endeavor at dis- 
integration and against reactionary 
propaganda, the aim of’ which, after 
the political revolution of October; 
1918, was the restoration of. the old ré- 
Sime, with all that - it ‘involved in the 


accomplishment of — and even 
partially territorial restoration. 

Above all, Czechoslovakia has organ- 
ized. the cooperation of Central Euro- 
pean States in political and economic 
spheres. This latter aspect of its policy 
haz gradually come to predominate 
over the former, and I think that this 
is.the best proof of the character of the 
mew system that has been created in 
Céntral Europe. ⸗ 

I shall not énumerate in detail the 
various stages of its dévelopment and 
achievements. It will suffice to men- 


wae that the Little Entente, which 


was originally formed as a defensive 


alliance against Mungary’s efforts at 
‘restoration, has’ steadily acquired a 
positive character by becoming an in- 
strument of cooperation and*an ex- 
ponent of methods of political con- 


ciliation.
